Coroner Thomas P. Higgins and a 
jury made a careful Investigation into 
the cause of the death of Edward N. 
Piper and C. Victor Emmons at the 
Court Houae Monday evening but In 
the findings of the Jury there was no 
cause for the accident named and no 
responsibility fixed. 

Six witnesses were heard and all of 
the men, who were eye witnesses to 
the fatal accident, told practically the 
same story. Their story was prac- 
tically the same as published in yes- 
terday's issue of the Public Ledger ex- 
cept that several of the witnesses said 
that they saw the timbers were about 
to fall and trap the men and they 
warned the workers to get out as they 
were In a "death trap." Despite this 
warning the men continued at work, 
however, and were crushed to death. 
Who removed the support or "jack" 
which caused the high and heavy lim- 
bers to fall, yet remains a mystery. 

The Jury was out but a few minutes 
when they returned a verdict which 
simply stated that the two men met 
their death In an accident at Dam 33 
In Mason county.

As soon as this was 
discovered the city officials ordered 
the Water Company to shut the city off 
the reservoir supply. Tlicy let the 
Water Company know that they ex- 
pected at all times In the future to 
keep enough water In the reservoir to 
protect the city from a bad fire. 

Immediately upon the Issuance of 
these orders, the Water Company shut 
off the reservoir valve and began 
pumping water direct into the city 
stains from the river leaving the six 
feet and four Inches of water in the 
reservoirs for fire protection. A tele- 
phone has been installed at the reser- 
voir connecting it directly with the 
Maysvllle Fire Department and a man 
been stationed at the reservoir 
ready to answer the telephone at any 
time day or night so that in case of a 
serious fire the water from the reser- 
voirs can be let out Into the mains to 
care for any blaze. Fire Chief Newell 
this afternoon said that the supply of 
water on the hill was sufficient to care 
far a fire of large size and he further 
stated that he would Insist in the fu- 
ture upon the company at all times 
protecting the city against fire by 
shutting off the supply to the homes 
of the city Just as soon as the supply 
In the reservoir reached anything 
near 6 feet. 

The Maysvllle Water Company now 
has experts at work on their pumps at 
tho pumping Btatlon and they hope to 
have things in good working order 
ipaln In a very short time Until con- 



again be filled to a depth sufficient to 
warrant the release of water into the 
lualnB, one pump will be kept work- 
ing at pumping water direct into the 
mains so that there la little danger of 
a serious water famine unless all of 
the pumps at the pumping station get 
out of commission as they did a couple 
of weeks ago. 

Mayor Thomas M. Russell was In 
telephone communication with the DU 
rector of Public Safety of the City of 
Cincinnati this afternoon in regard to 
renting two of their large fire 
pumping engines to be kept on hand 
until the water situation Is cleared 
up and to be used In case of neces- 
sity, Some point out that should there 
be such a fire as to require the empty- 
ing of the reservoir the city would 
again be at the mercy of fire and that 
if these pumping engines are available, 
they should be rented or borrowed 
from Cincinnati and be kept here for 
an emergency during the present very 
serious condition and until the water 
situation Is entirely cleared up and 
something lasting has been done to- 
ward relieving the situation which 
seems will give the city trouble for 
some months as long as nothing last- 
ing is done.

It Is more than likely that former 
City Attorney John M. Calhoun will 
be employed as Assistant City Attor- 
ney Immediately.

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PROD FROM ABROAD 

If President Wilson determines upon punitive action towards 
Mexico it will be because England and France have demanded it. 

A recent dispatch from Washington to the Democratic New 
York Times contains some remarkable information. It was stated 
positively b ythe Times' Washington correspondent that the Presi- 
dent soon would address Congress on Mexican affairs, and then came 
this startling assertion: "The statement was added that in dealing 
with the Mexican situation from this time the United States govern- 
ment would act not for itself alone> but also for Great Britain and 
France." The sources at the national capital from which the Times 
gleans its news arc usually reliable, and it is more than probable that 
the above quotation correctly represents present government policy. 

What has occurred to bring about this sudden abandonment 
of "watchful waiting?" Has the President received an unmistak- 
able hint from England and Fiance that we must get busy and 
straighten out affairs to the south, or they will take matters into 
their own hands? Under the league of nations any country, pro 
vided it receives the sanction of the league, can proceed into Mex. 
ico and compel protection for its citizens. The Monroe Doctrine, 
when it comes into conflict with the provisions of the league cove- 
nant is not worth the paper it is written upon. The President is an 
intelligent man, and is well aware of t he fact unless we assume re- 
ciprocal responsibilities under the doctrine, we can not hope to pre- 
vent European interference in accordance with the terms of the 
league. 

But how disgraceful and disgusting has been the history of 
our relations with Mexico! Americans by the hundreds have been 
killed, scores of' them lined up and murdered in cold blood, and 
tens of millions of American property destroyed. Our border towns 
have been invaded and peaceful citizens shot-down. The expedition 
that was sent into Mexico was a fiasco from start to finish. The Wash 
ington authorities permitted almost a whole company of our troops 
to be surrounded and annihilated, and then prevented General Per- 
shing from faking effective action against their enemies. Nothing 
that the Mexicans might do by way of insult to our country, our 
flag and our citizens has been sufficient to arouse the Wilson ad. 
ministration to action. 

But now everything is changed. However resentfully indig- 
nant American citizens may have been over the Mexican policy of 
our government it has needed the stimulating suggestion of the Pres- 
ident's friends in England and France to galvanize liiin into action 
Utterly regardless of the demands of his own countrymen he is sen- 
sitive to a degree to an intimation from his colleagues in world gov- 
ernment. We are now to see the result, and the Times tells us that 
intervention "may be a matter of months, if not week.."

Ransom Demanded For V. 8. Aviators 
Will Be Given to Mexican Ban- 
dits Holding Filers.

El Paso, Texas, August 18— Fifteen 
thousand dollars ransom was to be 
sent today for the release of Lieu- 
tenants Paul H. Davis and Harold G. 
Peterson, American aviators, held by 
Mexican bandits opposite the "Big 
Bend District." The aviators were 
threatened with death unless the 
money was paid today. 

The aviators were captured by Mex- 
ican bandits on landing near the bor- 
der Sunday, August 10. The fliers sent 
letters of their plight. The money 
was ordered to be paid to Dawklns 
Kilpatrlck, a storekeeper at Candel- 
arla. 

Kilpatrlck received a later message 
from a Vlllista bandit that the Ameri- 
can prisoners would be murdered if 
the American commander sent any ex- 
pedition after the bandits. This con- 
sideration was the only thing restrain- 
ing American cowboys from taking up 
the chase after the Mexicans.

Washington, August 18.— Two new 
problems affecting relations between 
the United States and Mexico were be- 
fore this government today. 

The more important was the report 
from the border of the kidnaping of 
two army aviators by Mexican bandit i 
who are said to be holding them for a 
M 5,000 ransom. 

The other was the ousting from 
Mexico City of the sole remaining rep- 
resentative of the British government. 

Both developments came on tho 
leels of a note to Carranza, warning 
if a "radical change" In the policy to-

<ured American citizens. 

Immediately following publication 
if that note and Mexico's answer, If 
t becomes necessary to act on tha 
warning, withdrawal of support of tho 
Carranza government probably will 
be the first step.

Cleveland, August 18.— Increase In 
wages averaging 60 per cent, and In- 
stallation of automatic stokers, coal 
passers, grate shakers and door open- 
ers are provided In a new wage bcuIc 
report In the bands of representatives 
of the Brotherhood ot Locomotive 
Firemen and Englnemen here today. 

The demands will be presented to 
Walker D. Hlncs, director general of 
railroads, as soon as tho draft Is re- 
written, according to Timothy Shea, 
president. 

It will cost the railroads of the 
United States and Canada $200,000,000 
to Install the automatic devices de- 
manded, delegates estimated, while 
the annual Increase In operating ex- 
penses entailed hy the wage demands 
was placed at $70,000,000. 

The committee which formulated 
the demands will ask for two firemen 
on each engine weighing 1700 tons or 
more until mich time as automomatic 
appllnncos are installed. Of the esti- 
mated 40,000 locomotives of that weight 
not more than 6000 are equipped with 
mechanical appliances, the delegates 
said. 

Shea said the proposed wage In- 
crease would hardly meet pre-war 
conditions.

"This minimum capacity of our 
plant will be 600 new suits per week, 
or 31,200 suits per year, at an average 
profit of $5 per suit (which is a small 
profit compared to what the real pro- 
fits are) will get $166,000 which will 
enable the company to pay dividends 
of 14 per cent, upon its preferred stock 
and enrmous dividends upon its com- 
mon stock. These profits are made In 
the clothing Industry." 

It Is these "14 per cent dividends" 
on preferred stock and the "enor- 
mous" dividends cn common stock 
which make the profits In the cloth- 
ing business bo difficult for the aver- 
age man to purchase a new suit of 
clothes. 

In one American city seven mem- 
bers of a milk producers' association 
were Indicted for conspiracy in boost- 
ing milk prices. It was charged that 
these farmers had combined to get 
higher wholesale prices for their pro- 
duct. They sold their milk to a large 
distributing company, a concern prac- 
tically monopolising the milk dis- 
tribution in a city of 800,000. The dis- 
tributing concern was not Indicted. 
And yet these ara the figures In the 
case. 

When the wholesale price of milk 
waa 18 cents a gallon to the distribu- 
tor the consumer was charged 8 cents

KENTUCKY MANUFAC- 
TURERS OPPOSED TO 
PLUMB R. R. PLAN 

Two Mayivllle Manufacturers Hem- 
berg of Directors Who Prepare 
Memorial Against Proposed 
Railroad System. 

Louisville, Ky., August 19.— Citizens 
of the State are asked to Join In an 
appeal to Kentucky's representatives 
In Congress to consider the rights of 
the whole people against the demands 
of any class seeking special privileges 
in a memorial of protest against the 
Plumb Plan for the nationalization of 
the -railroads made public last night 
at the office of the Kentucky Manu- 
facturers Association. The memorial 
has been forwarded to Senators Beck- 
ham and Stanley and to the Represen- 
tatives from Kentucky. It was pre- 
pared by the directors of the Associa- 
tion and is In full as follows: 

"Accepting the Invitation Issued by 
the Railroad Brotherhoods and the 
American Federation of Labor In a 
formal statement Issued August 4, ask- 
ing the public to scrutinize their plan 
to nationalize the railroads of the 
country, the undersigned directors of 
the Kentucky Manufacturers Associa- 
tion now declare that, after careful 
and earnest deliberation, we are con- 
clusively opposed to such plan, and 
that furthermore we respectfully and 
earnestly urge the Congress of the 
I'nited States to Immediately return 
the railroads to their owners. 

"We are of the opinion that the plan 
outlined by said Brotherhoods and 
said American Federation of Labor, 
whereby the American people would 
be subjected to an additional debt of 
twenty billions of dollars and the rail- 
roads would be turned over te, the 
tripartite control of the public, oper- 
ating management and the employes, 
presents a menace so grave to the wel- 
fare of the Nation that It deserves 
universal condemnation, both because 
of the fallacy of its logic and because 
of the arrogance and menacing spirit 
accompanying Its presentation. 

"We believe that the nationalization 
of the railroads would not only add 
to their Inefficiency and the cost of 
their operation, but that It would be 
followed by the nationalization of all 
other Industries, with the result that 
America, a land of freedom and Indi- 
vidual initiative, would promptly dis- 
place Russia as the world's most hid- 
eous example of the rule of anarchy 
and chaos. 

"We call upon all citizens of the 
State, including the members of those 
Brotherhoods whose leaders have Is- 
sued 'demands that the system of pro- 
fits In industry be overhauled,' to ana- 
lyze carefully the un-American pro- 
posals of such leaders, and then to 
sustain and encourage Kentucky's 
representatives in the House and the 
Senate in unfaltering opposition to 
any and all legislation tending to shift 
control of the Government or any 
agency thereof into the hands of any 
special class or classes of our citi- 
zens. 

"Especially do we ask our fellor 
citizens to unite with us in an appeal 
to Kentucky's representatives in Con- 
gress—remembering as we must, the 
acts of coercion resulting in the pas- 
sage of the Adamson bill in 1916 — to 
consider always In their deliberations 
the rights of the whole people against 
tho demands of any class which seeks 
special privilege with such a declara- 
tion as it Is in no mood to brook the 
return of the lines to their former 
control' and openly announcing Its In- 
tention of raUIng In one month a fund 
of $2,600,000 with which to conduct 
its propaganda."

U. S. FLIERS ARE 
FREED UPON PAY- 
MENT OF RANSOM 



Holding- of I . S. Aviators For Ransom 
By Mexicans Is Kxpected to Bring; 
Statement, of New Policy 
By I'nited State*. 

El Paso, Texas, August 19— Lieu- 
tenants H. q. Peterson and Paul H. 
Davis, set free by Mexican bandits on 
payment of 415,000 ransom, arrived 
on the American aide of the border 
early today according to reports from 
Marfa, Texas^ 

Captain Matlack of the Eighth U. 8. 
Cavalry carried the ransom money to 
the bandit camp, returning with 
Davis, while Peterson preceded them. 

The ransom money, raised by pri- 
vate subscription In the vicinity of 
Marfa, reached Canderaria, Texas, op- 
posite the bandit hiding place, last 
night. Captain Matlack, In charge of 
a small squad of cavalrymen escort- 
ing F. M. Fennell of the Marfa Na- 
tional Bank, was selected to carry the 
ransom across the border. Signal 
lights had been agreed upon. Mat- 
lack crosed alone. 

The aviators' story of their experi- 
ences since crashing down during a 
patrol flight August 10 is expected to 
bear out the belief that they were 
taken prisoner,! by a roving Mexican 
band on tho American side of the 
Big Band District. Messages from 
both men said they were uninjured. 

The donors of the ransom money 
will be reimbursed by the United 
States government, according to word 
here from MaJ Gen. Joseph Dicktnan, 
commanding the Southern Depart- 
ment.
